Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that Sawada does not teach placing accumulated differences in the notification content in order of the updates. Examiner 
repectfully disagrees and notes that Sawada teaches an update notification that includes accumulated differences [i.e., the cell ID is "4" 
before the update and "5" after the update; col. 26, lines 43 - 60], 
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
